Living On Reputation 


‘Attempting to live on reputation alone is us-' 
ually disastrous as companies and individuals have 
found out to their sorrow. In an editorial, entitied 
“The not so affluent society.” Life magazine com- 
ments, “. look at what has happened to the re- 
wards paid solely to the family breadwinner for 
a given amount of work. The most reliable yard- 
stick, Which goes back many years, is ‘spendahle 
earnings’ after taxes for an average factory worker 
with three dependents. In 1940, on the eve of 
World War II, such a worker's take-home pay was 
just under $25 a week. By 1965 it had climbed im- 
pressively to $43 in 1940 purchasing power. But 
here's the rub: this figure has not advanced at all 
since 1965, despite the big wage increases won by! 
some unions. Indeed. the Vietnam war, inflation | 
and skyrocketing state and loca] taxes slightly re- 
duced the average production worker’s purchasing 
power in the late 1960's, even before the recession 
set in for all that talk of the new leisure 
society, most of us will have to go on working, just 
as industriously as we do now.” 

The belief that work has gone out of style and 
that government and private industry are “mother 
lodes” of wealth is indicative of a country living 
on its reputation.

The flow of narcotics into 
the United States continues 
to increase despite intensified 
law enforcement efforts to 
control the traffic at the 
borders. Heroin, one of the 
principal narcotic drugs of 
misuse in this country, is pro- 
duced by a chemical process 
from morphine which is de- 
rived from opium. Gum from 
the pods of the poppy plant 
produce opium. Since the pro- 
duction of illicit opium is ex- 
tremely widespread in the 
Near and Far East and vaat 
complex networks have been 
established as smuggling 
routes, US. legislators are 
fooking toward coniroi of 
poppy production as the most 
feasible way to diminish the 
chances of heroin or opium 


_ reaching the point af entry. 


There are two basic ap- 
proaches to the control of il- 
legal production. One is to 
withhold United States mili- 
tary and economic assistance 
frum countries which fail to 
take the necessary steps to 
eliminate crop production. 
The other approach offers a 
“carrot” as well as a “stick.” 
Recognizing the fact that the 
largest opium producing 
countries are underdeveloped 
nations, legislation has been 
introduced to create an ade- 
quate fund within an inter- 
national organization, such 
as the United Nations, to pro- 
vide technical assistance. In 
some areas crop substitution 
will be sufficient. Tn other 
areas it will also be necesaary 
to build transportation and 
distribution facilities for the 
new crops or to provide alter- 
native sources of employ- 
ment. The other aspect of 
this approach is law enforce- 
ment assistance to gain con- 
trol in remote rural areas 
where the loca] governments 
are currently ineffective.

My point vf concern in this particular essay, 
however, is the cry for fewer politicians and more 
statesmen. 

What is the difference between these strange 
species of public servants anyway? When does a 
politician cease being a politician and start being a 
statesman? 

That is really an unanswerable question. 

One rule of thumb that is heipful is that 
generally speaking, a statesman is a public official 
who agrees with you, while a politician is one who 
disagrees. 

For example, Rep. Copeland probably believes 
along with most of us that what this country 
needs—and what the Michigan legislature needs 
especially—igs more statesmen and fewer 
politicians. 

But just as likely, Rep. Copeland probably looks 
upon himself as one of those needed statesmen, 
and not one of the unwanted politiciene, Most 
elected or appointed public officials see themselves 
that way. 

What's wrong really with being a successful 
politician? Politics has been defined as the art of 
getting things donc, and in the generally accented

government. You'll notice | said politics was an art 
and not a science, and this is important because 
politics invoives working with people, and working 
with people is an art; some guys have it and some 
quys never will. 

But anyway, success in politics for the publle 
official generally means staying in office as long as 
he chooses to stay there—and, of course, by his 
own standards, accomplishing something of value 
along the way. 

The way a person stays in office is to keep 
getting elected, and the way he keeps getting 
elected is by keeping more people happy with 
what he’s doing than mad at him. 

Every once in a while—probably not often 
enough, in my opinion—some unhappy 
constituents get together to throw the rascals out; 
that’s where the control in politics originates~with 
the voters, who are interested enough and 
concerned enough to do something 
their government operates by getting involved in 
the political process. 

Aad ao it goes. One man’s politician is anothar 

’ man’s statesman, and vice versa. 

A time-honored maxim I heard long ago has 
much merit: The first thing required to be a 
statesman is ta get elected, and the second 
requirement is to get reelected,
